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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Kansas  State  School  for  the  Blind  is  located  at  1100  State  Avenue, 
Kansas  City,  Kansas.  It  is  a modern  residential  school  supported  by  state 
funds.  Instruction  is  given  to  boys  and  girls  without  sight  or  whose  vision  is 
insuIRcient  to  allow  them  to  make  reasonable  progress  in  a public  school.  All 
students  must  be  capable  of  education  and  in  good  health. 

The  primary  aim  of  the  school  is  to  qualify  its  visually  handicapped  pupils 
to  take  a contributory  place  in  life.  To  accomplish  this  aim,  emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  following: 

( 1 ) Academic  development. 

(2)  Vocational  development. 

( 3 ) Social  and  moral  development. 

( 4 ) Physical  development. 

( 5 ) Wise  use  of  leisure  time. 

The  State  School  for  the  Blind  is  the  only  school  in  the  state  where  visually 
handicapped  children  may  be  educated  under  circumstances  which  favorably 
compare  with  the  instruction  given  in  the  best  schools  for  the  sighted.  Both 
the  blind  child  and  the  partially  sighted  child  may  be  admitted  to  the  school. 
A blind  person  is  defined  as  one  who  is  totally  blind  or  who  has  impaired 
vision  of  more  than  20/200  visual  acuity  in  the  better  eye  and  for  whom  medi- 
cal findings  show  that  vision  cannot  be  improved  to  more  than  20/200.  The 
partially  sighted  person  is  defined  as  one  who  has  more  than  20/200  vision  in 
the  better  eye  but  less  than  20/70  in  the  better  eye.  Under  certain  circum- 
stances and  upon  the  recommendation  of  an  ophthalmologist,  a child  who  has 
more  than  20/70  vision  may  be  admitted. 

Boys  and  girls  between  five  and  twenty-one  years  of  age  may  be  admitted 
if  their  parents  are  legal  residents  of  Kansas. 

The  state  furnishes  educational  materials,  room,  board,  laundry,  and  con- 
siderable med'cal  care  without  cost  to  the  parents.  Parents  or  guardians  are 
e.xpected  to  pay  all  traveling  e.xpenses  to  and  from  the  school  and  provide  an 
adequate  supply  of  clothing,  plainly  marked.  A ten-dollar  entrance  fee  each 
year  is  charged  for  each  child. 

Each  child  has  the  opportunity  to  complete  six  years  of  grade  school  work 
and  six  years  of  high-school  work.  To  those  who  evidence  special  aptitudes, 
a postgraduate  year  is  offered. 

High-school  graduates  may  enter  colleges  and  universities  without  special 
examination.  The  State  Board  of  Education  has  granted  the  school  a Class  A 
rating. 

HISTORY 

When  the  town  of  Wyandotte,  Kansas,  was  platted  in  1856,  the  particular 
tract  on  which  the  school  now  stands,  because  of  its  natural  beauty,  was  re- 
served as  a park.  In  1863  the  land  was  offered  by  the  city  of  Wyandotte  as 
a site  for  some  state  institution,  and  the  legislature  accepted  the  9.6  acres  as 
a location  for  a blind  asylum.  In  1866  the  first  building  appropriation  was 
made  and  the  building  was  erected  which  remained  in  use  until  1950,  when 
it  was  razed  to  make  way  for  a new  administration  building.  Throughout  the 
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years,  the  seven  buildings  whieh  now  make  up  the  physical  plant  of  the  school 
were  erected. 

School  was  organized  in  1867  with  an  enrollment  of  nine  pupils.  Since  that 
opening  date,  343  pupils  have  graduated.  The  school  has  been  governed  by 
a special  Board  of  Trustees,  a Board  of  Charities,  a Board  of  Control,  a Board 
of  .'Administration  and  finally  in  1939  to  the  present  by  the  Board  of  Regents 
making  it  strictly  an  educational  institution. 


ELEMENT.ARY  EDUC.ATION 

The  school  is  organized  on  the  6-6  plan  and  instniction  is  comparable  to  the 
public  schools  in  Kansas.  The  first  si.x  grades  are  considered  the  elementary 
school. 

The  Kansas  State  School  for  the  Blind  is  a special  school  in  the  following 
respects: 

( 1 ) Classes  are  smaller  making  possible  a more  individualized  approach  by 
the  teacher  to  the  individual  problems  of  each  child. 

(2)  The  equipment  is  specialized  making  it  possible  to  carry  on  instruction 
to  the  remaining  unimpaired  senses. 

(3)  The  methods  of  instruction  must  necessarily  differ  from  those  employed 
in  schools  for  the  sighted. 

It  is  in  the  elementary  grades  that  the  tool  subjects  are  taught.  The  pupils 
receive  instruction  in  the  same  subjects  that  are  available  in  the  public  schools 
such  as  arithmetic,  social  studies,  language  arts,  physical  education,  music  and 
crafts  in  addition  to  Braille  reading  and  Braille  writing.  Braille,  serving  as  the 
foundation  subject,  is  emphasized  continually  for  those  students  whose  vision 
is  less  than  20  200. 

Development  ot  manual  dexterity  is  important  and  manual  .skills  are  empha- 
sized in  the  elementary  grades.  Private  piano  lessons  are  given  to  children 
beginning  in  the  fourth  grade.  Instrumental  music  is  taught  to  those  who  are 
suited  to  some  in.strument.

The  Kansas  State  School  for  the  Blind  (Braille  and  Sight  Saving  Classes) 
follows  the  same  course  of  study  as  the  public  schools  of  Kansas.  The  gradu- 
ates meet  the  refjuirements  that  have  been  set  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  The  .students  have  an  opportunity  to  complete  the  college  prepara- 
tory course  as  well  as  .some  pre-vocational  training  designed  to  explore  possible 
vocational  fields,  to  develop  a fairly  high  degree  of  manual  dexterity,  and  to 
acquaint  them  with  w'ork  opportunities. 

The  education  program  is  so  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  child. 
Oftentimes,  it  is  necessary  for  a high-school  student  to  learn  Braille  becau.se  his 
blindness  was  discovered  to  be  progressive,  or  he  has  enrolled  in  the  school 
after  completing  some  work  in  a public  school. 
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The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys  and  girls  are  required  to  take  courses  in 
industrial  arts  and  home  economics.  Typing  is  taught  beginning  in  the  seventh 
grade.  Beginning  in  the  ninth  grade  these  students  may  continue  their  voca- 
tional training  three  more  years.  Other  vocational  fields  students  may  pursue 
are  music  and  secretarial  training. 

In  the  physical  education  classes  besides  the  usual  muscle  development  and 
muscle  co-ordinating  activities,  pupils  engage  in  a variety  of  special  selected 
games  and  activities  which  minimize  the  need  of  sight  and  place  into  use  all 
the  other  senses.  Corrective  work  is  given  to  a number  of  pupils  who  have 
such  remedial  physical  differences  as  improper  posture,  difficulties  in  walking 
and  in  carriage,  and  blindisms. 

All  possible  sight  aids  are  used  for  the  partially  sighted  such  as  large  type 
books,  beavily  lined  maps,  projectors,  soft  lead  sightsaving  pencils,  sightsaving 
paper,  bulletin  type  typewriter,  proper  lighting,  and  proper  room  decoration. 
The  school  has  all  the  available  special  equipment  for  the  Braille  students  such 
as  talking  books,  Braille  writers,  cbssected  wooden  relief  maps,  geometric  forms 
tor  mathematics,  Braille  slates,  arithmetic  type  frames,  raised-line  drawing  kits, 
and  raised-line  stationery. 

The  library  at  the  Kansas  State  School  for  the  Blind  contains  talking  book 
machines,  talking  book  records,  Braille  books,  Braille  magazines,  large  type 
books,  regular  type  books,  print  magazines,  and  models.  The  library  contains 
over  six  thousand  volumes  of  the  above-named  books. 

During  the  past  two  years  most  all  te.xtbooks  have  been  acquired  in  Grade 
Two  Braille  and  in  large  type.  It  is  now  possible  in  most  subjects  for  the 
Braille  student  and  the  sight-saving  student  to  use  the  same  textbook — one  in 
Braille  and  the  other  large  type.  Braille  books  are  secured  with  the  federal 
grant  from  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind.  It  has  been  necessary 
to  purchase  large  type  books  with  state  funds.

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SCHOOL  ACTIV  ITIES 

Athletics. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a trend  for  schools  for  the  blind  to  participate 
in  competitive  athletics.  The  Kansas  School  for  the  Blind  competes  in  track 
and  wrestling.  The  school  belongs  to  the  Mid  West  Activity  Association  for 
Schools  for  the  Blind.  The  Kansas  school  promoted  the  1952  wrestling  tourna- 
ment in  Kansas  City  on  Febniary  29  to  March  2 where  eight  mid-west  state 
schools  for  the  blind  participated  in  this  tournament.  The  finals  of  this  tourna- 
ment were  held  in  Memorial  Hall  with  an  attendance  of  700  people.  This  was 
one  of  the  largest  crowds  ever  to  watch  an  athletic  contest  between  schools  for 
the  blind.  During  the  year  the  school  participated  against  a number  of  sighted 
private  and  public  schools  in  wrestling.  The  Kansas  school  competed  in  track 
events  with  other  schools  for  the  blind. 

Swimming  is  another  siiort  in  which  our  students  participate  but  not  in 
competition. 

Dh.\m.\tics. 

The  dramatics  students  of  the  school  participated  in  the  district  and  state 
speech  festivals  in  a number  of  events.  The  school  received  a No.  1 rating  in 
both  the  district  and  state  festivals  in  the  one-act  play.  The  students  made 
excellent  showings  in  the  standard  orations,  dramatic  readings,  and  informative 
talks. 

Music. 

The  students  participated  in  both  the  district  and  state  music  festivals  this 
past  year.  The  students  did  particularly  well  in  vocal  solos  and  vocal  en- 
sembles. Music  has  contributed  much  to  the  cultural,  recreational,  and  social 
activities  of  the  school  through  its  many  programs  and  parties. 

During  the  past  school  year  a school  band  was  organized  and  began  to 
make  a good  showing. 

Scouting. 

The  boys  belong  to  Troop  16  which  has  its  home  here  at  the  School  for  the 
Blind.  Troop  16  is  sponsored  by  the  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  Lions  Club.  Morton 
Rabin  of  the  Lions  Club  is  the  scout  master  and  is  assisted  by  assistant  scout 
masters  from  our  facidty.  Troop  16  particiiiated  in  two  camping  trips  this 
past  year,  one  at  Camp  Naish  and  the  other  on  Coffy  Creek  near  Stanley, 
Kansas. 

The  troop  participated  in  the  “Scout-O-Rama”  and  the  many  other  Scout 
activities  for  this  area. 

Senior  Trip. 

The  eight  members  of  the  1952  graduating  class  enjoyed  the  annual  senior 
trip  to  Lake  of  the  Ozarks.  This  trip  was  financed  by  the  senior  class  who 
earned  the  profits  through  the  operation  of  the  concession  stand  for  one  se- 
mester. On  this  trip  the  class  enjoyed  sight-seeing  tours,  boating,  swimming, 
hiking,  and  visiting  a trout  hatchery. 

Clubs. 

The  following  clubs  have  been  active  during  the  past  school  year:  Boy 
Scouts,  Camp  P'ire  Girl.s,  Y Teens,  Excelsior  Club,  Junior  High  Club,  Boys’ 
Glee  Club,  and  Girls’  Glee  Club.  These  clubs  have  contributed  much  to  the 
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social  and  personality  development  of  the  students.  This  phase  of  the  pro- 
gram is  particularly  important  since  most  students  are  residential  students. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  hiking,  camping,  picnics,  circuses,  bus  rides,  danc- 
ing, skating,  reading,  and  crafts  are  a part  of  the  everyday  living.  Nearly  all 
boys  and  girls  go  to  church  every  Sunday  morning.  They  go  to  the  church  of 
the  parents’  choice.  Those  who  do  not  care  to  go  to  church  go  to  an  un- 
denominational Sunday  school. 


HEALTH 


A school  infirmary  is  maintained  for  the  treatment  of  minor  illnesses,  physi- 
cal examinations,  ophthalmological  examinations,  and  hospitahzation  of  students 
e.xperiencing  minor  illnesses. 

The  infinnary  is  under  the  full  time  supervision  of  a trained  nurse.  The  in- 
firmary is  visited  regularly  by  the  school  physician  and  the  school  ophthalmolo- 
gist.

ADULT  EDUCATION 

A summer  school  is  conducted  each  summer  for  the  education  of  the  adult 
blind.  Most  of  the  adult  blind  have  lost  their  vision  after  receiving  a formal 
education  and  in  many  instances  after  a number  of  years  of  successfully  earn- 
ing a living.  The  blind  adult  has  a tremendous  job  of  adjusting  himself  so- 
cially; he  needs  to  learn  new  means  of  communicating  with  others.  He  can 
accomplish  this  by  Braille  and  typing.  Moreover,  he  will  probably  need  to 
learn  to  make  his  living  in  a new  manner.  Therefore,  he  will  want  to  learn  a 
vocation.  Crafts  and  trades  are  stressed  to  accomplish  this  need.  Such  arts 
and  crafts  as  music,  clothing,  foods,  basketry,  leather  craft,  nig  weaving,  mat 
making,  upholstery,  wood  work,  broom  making,  and  chair  caning  are  taught. 

The  products  made  at  the  school  are  displayed  and  sold  at  the  Topeka  and 
Hutchinson  State  Fairs.  The  student  is  in  a position  to  continue  to  make  these 
products  in  his  home  either  as  a means  of  earning  a living  or  to  provide  some- 
thing to  do  in  his  leisure  time. 

Academic  subjects  taught  are  Engli.sh,  spelling,  dictaphone,  typing,  current 
events,  Bible,  and  life’s  problems. 


CONSTRUCTION  PROGRAM 

The  new  administration  and  dormitory  building  was  completed  in  Novem- 
ber, 1951.  In  January,  1952,  the  new  building  was  in  use  with  the  exception 
of  the  kitchen.  One  month  later  after  all  equipment  was  in.stalled,  the  dining 
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rooms  and  kitchen  were  used.  This  new  building  will  be  completely  furnished 
during  the  month  of  July,  1952. 

Because  of  the  building  program  during  the  past  two  years  it  has  been 
necessary  to  use  other  buildings  for  various  purposes  such  as  temporary  living 
quarters  and  dining  rooms.  It  is  now  necessary  to  reconvert  these  rooms  to 
their  original  purpose. 

Improvements  now  under  way: 

( 1 ) Construction  of  pavement  and  walks. 

(2)  Grading  and  sodding  campus. 

(3)  Renovation  and  minor  remodeling  of  Industrial  Arts  shop  and  Home 
Economics. 

( 4 ) Sanding  and  finishing  gym  floors. 

( 5 ) Rewiring  and  lighting  Industrial  Arts  Building. 

(6)  Renovation  of  interior  of  Wilson  Hall. 

Future  Improvements: 

( 1 ) Construction  of  incinerator. 

(2)  Landscaping  grounds. 

( 3 ) Install  adequate  lighting  in  music  classrooms  and  practice  rooms. 

( 4 ) Install  adequate  lockers  in  little  boys’  and  little  girls’  dormitories. 

( 5 ) Rewire  laundry  building. 

( 6 ) Repair  cornice  on  garage  building. 

( 7 ) Constnict  roof  on  loading  dock.
